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1945, survey the school health activities 
public health departments California was made 
the author, that time was Consultant School 
Health Education the Bureau Health Education, 
State Department ,of Public Health. Questionnaires 
were sent all full-time city and county health depart- 
ments and replies were received from all but two 
departments. The findings were tabulated and ana- 
lyzed, and practices studied the light modern 
educational and public health philosophy and practice.

California’s counties there were, 1945, 
full-time city health departments, full-time county 
health departments and one bicounty health unit. 
These health departments served approximately per 
the State’s population nearly 9,000,000 
people.

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GENERAL SCOPE SCHOOL HEALTH ACTIVITIES PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENTS

extremely limited service consisting little more than 
administration immunization programs. The degree 
and nature the service rendered depends upon many 
factors, including (1) the extent which school dis- 
tricts have organized their own health services, (2) the 
amount money available the health department, 
(3) the interest, training and experience the health 
officer school health, (4) the availability trained 
personnel, and (5) the quality the relationships 
which have been established with the schools. 


summary the general information concerning 
the extent and nature participation the health 
departments school health presented Tables 
and Analysis this information indicates that the 
cities, health departments have fewer responsibilities 
school than the counties. only two cities, Berke- 
ley and San Jose, the city health department wholly 
responsible for school health services, and San Jose has 
only recently combined the school and health depart- 
ment health service staffs under health department 
supervision. There are likewise only two counties, San 
(which combined city and county), and 
San Joaquin, where the health departments report com- 
plete responsibility for the services all schools within 
the borders the county jurisdiction. the remain- 
ing county health departments reporting themselves 
wholly responsible for school services, there are some 
school districts, either city high school, both, 
which are not under health department supervision. 
This indicates that county health departments are serv- 
ing schools more extensively the unincorporated 


‘ 
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areas than the larger centers population, although 
there are many exceptions this general statement. 

Both public and parochial schools are included under 
health department supervision. interesting note 
that the Los Angeles, Oakland and Santa Barbara city 
health departments give service only the parochial 
schools their respective cities. each these cities 
there well organized health service the city 
school system, obviating any opportunity necessity 
for anything but very limited health department serv- 
ice the schools. 


PARTICIPATION HEALTH DEPARTMENTS 


Every city health department replying indicated 
that had some responsibility for school services. 
further analysis the replies indicates that several 
the cities, immunizations and supervisions sani- 
tation are the only kinds service rendered the 
publie schools. This true Fresno, Long Beach, 
Los Angeles, Oakland, Pasadena, Richmond and Santa 
Barbara, with slightly greater activity indicated 
Palo Alto and Sacramento. Several the city health 
departments comment that their supervision sani- 
tation not regular, that they render service when 
asked,’’ seems logical assume that activities 
city health departments school systems 
limited pretty much the immunization school 
children. 

San Jose the only city where the health depart- 
responsible for physical examinations public 
school children, while Los Angeles provides such serv- 
ice for children parochial schools. Nursing super- 
vision schools provided the health 
departments Berkeley, Palo Alto, and San Jose, and 
parochial schools Oakland, Los Angeles, Sacra- 
mento and Santa Barbara. Five city health depart- 
ments report dental health programs for school chil- 
four departments maintain nutrition consultant 
seven conduct tuberculosis case-finding pro- 
grams; five report supervision physically handi- 
capped children and five some participation school 
health education. All departments sponsor immuniza- 
tion programs for school children and all but two 
exercise some supervision over school sanitation. 

evident that school health service the cities 
California which have full-time city health depart- 
ments largely under the jurisdiction the school 
systems, with the exceptions Berkeley, San Jose and 
San Francisco City and County. 

The county health departments report wider scope 
school health activities, with responsibilities both 
and parochial schools. Although sizable num- 
ber city and high school districts maintain their 
own health programs and employ school nurses, and 


— 


some instances, part-time physicians, there growing 
movement toward their services under 
the supervision the county health department. Santa 
Clara and Marin Counties are two examples situ- 
ations where such unification under way the 
present time. Some counties with fairly large cities 
within their borders have been able unify most 
their services under the health departments, although 
there are few schools which maintain their own sery- 
ices. For example, Kern County Health Department 
supervises all school health services, including the 
City Bakersfield, except those Taft and the Kern 
County Unified High School District, and Stanislaus 
County health services are unified under the health 
department with the exception the Modesto High 
School District. other counties the health depart- 
ment has jurisdiction the unincorporated areas only, 
true Contra Costa, Tulare and Riverside 
Counties. 

County health departments without exception report 
responsibility for the immunization programs 
schools, and the counties reporting supply 
some supervision school sanitation and nursing 
service schools. counties the health depart- 
ments supervise the physically handicapped children 
school age, particularly those children who are 
under the State crippled children’s program; while 
out the total report conducting tuberculosis case- 
finding programs secondary schools and participa- 
tion some phases school health education. Only 
the departments conduct physical examination pro- 
grams for school children and many these are 
decidedly limited coverage the school population. 
Dental health programs are sponsored county 
health departments and nutrition consultant services 
are provided five. 

The health departments indicated their replies 
that not all these services are either complete 
universal, but the replies are indicative more than 
easual participation school health. 


BASES FOR PARTICIPATION 


Although State law provides that county and city 
superintendents schools may contract with health 
departments for the performance any all the 
health services provided the law, such contractual 
arrangements are found the minority the cities 
and counties where school services are either wholly 
partly provided the health departments. Santa 
Clara, Alameda, Monterey, Kern and Sacramento 
Counties, and San Jose city are the departments 
reporting written contracts with the county and city 
superintendents schools their respective jurisdic- 
tions. Other departments report verbal agreements, 
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simply the rendition services part their 
traditional program without any particular agreement. 
Funds are paid the schools the boards super- 
visors city councils for expenditure the health 
departments for school services Yuba, Alameda, 
Sacramento, Santa Clara, and Monterey Counties, and 
Berkeley and San Jose. some other situations the 
schools indirectly contribute funds the health depart- 
ment program employing nurses and placing them 
under health department supervision, where they 
render generalized nursing service, rather than school 
service exclusively. This practice reported Tulare, 
Monterey and San Bernardino Counties and San 
Jose. 


The rendition school services health depart- 
ments program which has grown most places 
without planning strict observation legal 
directive. Until recently, most the California health 
departments have not been actively engaged 
school health many other programs, and have 
been little concerned with working out agreements with 
schools. There increased interest such arrange- 
ments many counties the present time, and the 
near future may see the development more con- 
tractual arrangements involving the payment funds 
schools health departments for rendition school 
services.

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MOSQUITO ABATEMENT DISTRICTS UNDER 
SUBVENTION CONTRACTS 


the $400,000 set aside the Legislature for 
expanding and intensifying mosquito control work 
California, $394,363 has date been allocated 
mosquito abatement control districts and one local 
health department for work through June 30, 1947.

Effective January 1947, physically handicapping 
conditions children will reportable health au- 
thorities. making these conditions reportable, the 
State Board Public Health defined physically 
handicapped child person under years age 
who has physical defects resulting from congenital 
anomalies acquired through disease, accident, 
faulty development. 

The following conditions are reportable 

Defects orthopedic nature, due infection, 
injury, congenital malformation. 

Examples: Club foot, poliomyelitis paralysis, cere- 

bral palsy, ete. 

Defects requiring plastic reconstruction. 


Examples: Cleft palate and lip, contracture dis- 
figurement due burns, 

Defects requiring orthodontic reconstruction. 
Examples: Dental-facial deformities accompanying 
palate, ete. 

Eye conditions leading loss vision. 

Examples: Cataract, strabismus, ete. Ordinary re- 
fractive errors are excluded. 

Ear conditions leading loss hearing. 

Chronic otitis media, chronic blockage 
Eustachian tubes, congenital deafness, ete. 

Rheumatic congenital heart disease. 

(Regulations now effect require the reporting

Other disabling disfiguring deformities. 
Extrophy the bladder, severe heman- 
ete.
